NOVELTY ASH and INVENTIVE STEP (IS} 




A. The documents constituting the closest prior art are :

B. The subject matter of claim 1 differs from these prior art documents in that the pattern & ornamentation 


combined with masking layer creates a framing effect around the photograph. 


C. The distinguishing features of the invention will create a display panel with the look of a mount and 


frame without the multiple components. 




D. Therefore the application satisfies the criteria set forth in PCT Article 33(2-3), concerning the novelty 


and inventive step of the independent claim 1. 




E. The criteria concerning novelty and inventive step of claims 2-4 are satisfied because these claims are 


dependent on claim 1. 




INDUSTRIAL APPLICABILITY (IA) 




The invention defined in claims 1-4 satisfies the criterion set forth in PCT Article 33(4). 
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
